Traffic officer is target 


Shots were fired at CSUS police of- 
ficer Robert Vastola while he was on 
routine traffic control duty Monday 
evening, Nov. 8, according to CSUS 
Police reports suspect, shooting 
from a nearby field, managed to ¢s- 
cape on foot 


According to police reports, Vas- 
tola was in his patrol car observing the 
four - way stop at Jed Smith and 
College Town drives at about 7 p.m., 
when he heard two loud cracking 
sounds. At first he believed the sounds 


to be a backfiring car in a nearby par- 
king lot. but realized shots were being 
fired in his direction when he saw 
something hit the ground in front of 
his patrol unit 

As Vastola requested assistance 
and begarf to drive away, the report 
said, he heard a third shot and saw a 
flash in a garden near the Home 
Management building, iocated in a 
field near the intersection 

Within minutes, said the report, 
additional CSUS and Sacramento 
Police officers arrived on the scene 


and began a sea.ch of the immediate 
area for the suspect. One officer saw a 
man cross the railroad tracks. Officers 
checking the area were unable to turn 
up any suspects, however 

Tuesday morning, Nov. 9, CSUS 
officers again searched the field and 
the area around the Home 
Management building, but were 
unable to find any evidence 

CSUS Detective Earl Jones said 
that such a shooting incident has 
“never happened before” on the CSUS 
campus

Foundation may consider new management

could make accounting and payroll 
and other management chores easier 
and less a burden to the foundation 
On the other hand, the current food 
service director, George Welch and 
perhaps many other employees would 
lose their jobs. The possibility of 
union busting comes up as the firm 
may decide, as a way to make money, 
to not honor the union contract or hire 
union employees. Union wages have 
been a factor in the high expenses the 
‘oundation incurs in running the food 
SeTViCes 

The food quality may go up or 
down, depending on one's opinion of 
present quality, if a contract firm takes 
over. The vice Chancellor for bi iness 
and auxiliary foundations for the en- 
ure state university system, Ed 
Macias, said he has personally visited 
4 couple of campuses who do contract 
their food services. He told the Hornet 
the food was of “better quality” than 
before the firm took over. Macias is 
also the man who worked on the 


Management firm. Presently, erght 
other campuses use such firms. They 
have all made money, according to 
Macias 

Of course, the whole idea of a 
management lirm is to make money 
The contract would stipulate either a 
percentage of gross sales to the foun- 


dation, or it might simply guarantee a 
profit of, for example, five percent. To 
do so the firm would have to make a 
ten percent profit to pay themselves 
This would probably raise prices, o- 
cut services, maybe both 

The profit motive has been the core 
of the foundation's problems. Other 
areas of the foundation, such as the 
bookstore, make money consistently 
But the losses from the food services 
can't be absorbed by bookstore profit 
because of a state law. The law is part 
of Title 5 of the California State 
Education Code. in part, it states each 
operation must be self supporting A 
legal opsnion obtained by the univer- 
sity upholds this interpretation of the 


law 
It the law could be changed, then 
the foundation cuuld offer a service. 
the location and the hours to serve the 
student at their convenience 
Minima! losses, which are now result- 
ing from Welch's management, could 
then be absorbed by the foundation 
The foundation does not keep a 
reserve fund available for this, but has 
about $400,000 in plant improvement 
funds which could certainly be used 
lor this 
There is one problem, however. Ifa 
fire or other disaster were to occur, the 
yearly josses might eat away at the 
reserves and prevent replacement of 
-quipment and buildings. It then 
becomes a matter of risk and chance 
The foundation can do this: or be 
totally safe with a money - making 
venture 
Vice Chancellor Macias said the 
foundation has to look at it from a 
business standpoint. “We have to 
minimize emotions as much as pos- 


sible,” he said. The general philosophy 
f the foundation is “we can do anyth- 
ing they can do, only better.” That is 
in emotion. “We wouid like to run our 
»wn business,” is also an emotion, ac- 
cording to Macias. the chancellors 
can't make the foundation change its 
ways, since foundations aren't under 
university control or rules. Yet, by 
law, ironically, the university 
president is responsible for the fiscal 
integrity of all foundations. So 
emotions may be set aside for the 
‘business standpoint” and profit 
motive 


If a firm is hired, there is 
speculation within the foundation that 
an executive director, a vacant 
position with the resignation of Karl 
Lorentzen, may not be necessary 
With only a bockstore under foun- 
dation control, a director may not be 
needed since there already is a 
hookstore manager. Yet, someone is 
needed to be a liason between the 


If the firn 
does not function properly or 
grievances occur, who will answer 
Certainly, the bookstore manager 
wouldn't be qualified. The foundation 
would save money by not hiring a 
successor to Lorentzen, but it «may 
lose more control of its business if it 
doesn't. Hopefully, the board wil! 
decide io hire a director, no matter 
what becomes of the food service 
CSUS already has had a bad ex 
perience with contract food services 
In 1967, a loss of $38,000 occurred 
under tie expertise of a management 
firm. The oossibility of another such 
loss, higher prices, lower quality and 
lost jobs is present under outside con 
trol of our food service. Do we need 
another contract firm? I think not. Let 
George Welch keep going in the “right 
direction” as he has been doing and 
perhaps the !oss of $150,000 in 1975 
which was cut to $11,000 in 1976, will 
be further cut to zero, without sac 
rificing prices, quality and jobs
